one often runs across the strangest bits of 
human life, with their love and suffering more 
openly known than would he possible in an older 


community. The pathos of it all is sympathet¬ 
ically appreciated by the stranger who has the 
gift of finding it out, but yet in a somewhat 
impersonal way.

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atmii of an idle stroller such a ease unci with 
the curiosity of idleness* he followed it.

Nature must have had a surplus of material

ail in. made everything on a huge scale. The 
tallest trees, tin* deepest waters, the highest 
nn and a ins and the superlative of almost every¬ 
thing is characteristic of the Pacific coast. The 
Yankee, not to In* outdone, immediately upon 
his arrival here, began to hew down the ancient 
inonarchs of the forest, to dig through or tear 
down the hill* and mountains and to 1111 up or 
bridge over the deep gorges.

There is something fascinating for me about 


these gram 1 mountains* In the clear summer 
days l stand on the hills above Lake Washing¬ 
ton and there with the long stretches of glitter¬ 
ing waves far below to north and smith, the 
Olympics at mv back, tin* snowy cascade in front 
with Mi. Baker standing cold ami white, covered 
with an eternal mantle of snow, far away to the 
north, and Old Kaliiies raising his uingjiiHctml 
dome in the south til! it almost shuts out the 
mid-day sun, I like to think of the master mind 
controlling the stupendous forces that through 
their working have left such glorious monuments 
to His power. There is something awful about 
them. One can almost feel their might and the 
heart is tilled with a desire to grow and be more 
like them, grander and better and more worthy 
of the great creator. 

Next to the mountains I think ] like the 
water best. There is no end to bays, passes, 
landlocked sheets <d water and narrows with 
their rushing tides, steep eliflV and pleasure 
grounds galore.

OUR SCHOOL DAYS. 


Our school days ! There is something partic¬ 
ularly sweet about the words. Who ever forgets 
them? We look huek upon our school days and 
speak of them with pride in that they were ours 
and not another's. Our joys wen* such full joys 
and our griefs so soon forgotten. In after years 
the events and circumstances of those days 
appear to us us vividly as if they had happened 
but yesterday and seem to beckon ns hack over 
the long years. 

And when your old friend, who calls you 
Tom or Harry as he used to, sits down with 
you in some shady comer on a summer after¬ 
noon and recalls the days of 'Millld lang syne.“ 
when you went to the little school in the hack- 
woods of primeval Florida and the thrashings 
you got and the girls you wooed with sugary 
notes of * roses red and violets blue ;" often 
there is n burst of laughter from that quarter 
w hich might tint l*e equaled by younger bodies. 
The little school house fe a thing of the past. 

Hut the teacher that stands out as the one 
character in that part of Florida till this* day, 
was Mbs Hunter. The calendar dates hack to 
Miss Hunter's school. And the room at tin- 
house where she staid the most of the .time 


while with us. is known as Miss Hunter’s room, 
llow she wus stranded in that little community 
of V is a mystery which was never solved: for 
she seemed to fall down from the sky into our 
midst. 

One sunny noon of late September she came. 
She was herself a mystery. For during alt the 
time she was with us not one word did she 
breathe concerning her past or her friends, ex¬ 
cept in little exaggerated snatches of her ex¬ 
periences. In appearance she was small and 
dark, with a figure made youthful by every 
means and contrivance, hair an unnatural black 
and a mouth which wore an expression as if it 
were habitually accustomed to saving -prunes 
ami prisms, But later we found out that it 
w as caused by a double set of false teeth w hich 
wore unruly enough to fall together sometimes.

Then the school days Iicgaii. Long, quiet 
days when we in billed knowledge of things in 
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achuub for mir Richer hail an education beyond 
that i>1' the average country teacher. We learned 
of tier and hived her The glorious days when 
we started with our lunch baskets and liooks anil 
went whistling and shouting througli the spicy 
pine woods, over the knoll and finished with a 
grand rush at the door of the little log school 
house, are never forgotten. At one end of the 
building there was a fire-place made of clay and 
sticks, at the opposite end was the one glass win¬ 
dow which it boasted. The two windows on one 
side were closed with hoard shutters, on the sill ot 
one were some marks made with a knife and 
which served as a sun dial. 

Around the wall were benches of the most 
primitive design and without backs. Along one 
side was a desk, at which we could sit with our 
copy books and slates. On the cold days of 
winter, when the wind came in through “ tunny 
a chink, making ventilation sure," we sat about 
the tire place and studied by the light of a blaz¬ 
ing lire of pine cones, aided by that which came 
in through the one glass wind >w. Ami when 
the long, hot days of summer came and the 
sweet smell of the woods was wafted through, 
and the home flies hummed upon the ceiling, 
where a more venturesome humble beesomettmes 
intruded himself, the temptation to fall asleep 
was often too great.

The holiday ceremony of *■ Bringing in the 
Boars Head is one of England's ipuiintcst 
festivals ami as its olrservanee is limited to 
Queen’s College m Oxford and St, Johns, Cam¬ 
bridge. one is especially privileged to have the 
opportunity of breathing the spirit of an old 
world Christmas in ibis ‘ineiw joust of ye 
ohlen tv me/' 

Bike all old English ceremonies. a legend is 
attached to it ascribing its origin, and a very 
fanciful one it is. Five hundred years ago, a 
student of Queen's College was perusing Aristo- 
tleinu forest near Oxford, when lie was attacked 
by a wild boar and in the struggle managed to 
thrust the edition of Aristotle down his oppon¬ 
ent's throat, exclaiming - (iruecum est “ thus 
suffocating him. To strengthen this flight tlntsul 
of tradition a pietuie in the college ball is shown 
of a saint with a bnai’> head transfixed on a 
spear, while underneath is a mystic inscription. 
The custom was introduced here to celebrate 
the traditional escape. 

With less fancy, but a greater semblance of 
truth, we are told that it is an outgrowth of the 
old Babylonish Sun Festival A part of the 
ancient ceremony was a sacrifice to Adonis of 
a wild boar, as the Sun (loci was said to have 
been killed by a hour's tusk. 

# i t 

This custom has been kept up by the Druids 
in their Vnletide festivals, then in the later 
Christian observance*, till now we find it merely 
a survival of the ancient sun worship, at the 
winter solstice. As long ago m Saxon times, 
the hoars head was the first dish of the State 


Christmas dinner and was carried to the great 
hall with much pomp and ceremony 

Naturally, we were much .interested to see 
the nineteenth century celebration of this time 
honored festival and so we presented ourselves 
before old Queen s imposing doors with curiosity 
aroused. No challenge could intimidate us l for 
tiadn l we tile private card of entrance of a don 
himself? Inside the large dining hall hung 
wilh portraits of Queens famous men, past 
ami present, we awaited I he ceremony, whatever 
it might be. Presently a shrill trumpet sounded 
the return from the day's hunt and lhe specta¬ 
tors parted, leaving space for the triumphant 
entry.

The huge head, weighing at least seventy 
pounds,then came into view, borne on the shoul¬ 
ders of three men. Behind came the choristers* 
while in front walked the herald or precentor, 
tunefully telling forth the merit of the dish. 

As the boyish voices burst forth with the 
Latin refrain, the line moved on toward I lie 
table at the opposite end setting in motion the 
flags and greens that adorned the head, 

■ ’ i Niput apri ilefero 
Reddens lades domino/' 

Then the second verse, all standing : 

-The Boars head I understand. 

Is the bravest dish in all the land 
M hen thus bedecked wilh a gay garland 
Let us service eautico, 

Once more the line moved on, while the 
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lusty chorus vvns again heard Then came the 
lust verse : 

■’Our steward lias provided this 
In honor of the king of bliss. 

W Inch on tills day to he served is 
In Begimensfo sitrio." 

The dish was then placed on the table before 
the dignataries. who stood watting to receive it 
with mi tell state. Hen* the ceremony proper 
ended and the choir tiovs rushed about the head, 
wildly grasping for a bit of green. As soon as 
they weiv satisfied, the bystanders pushed for¬ 
ward and struggled for a tiny piece of decora¬ 


tion us eagerly a•* the smallest chorister and 
It Miked quite as triumphant if they succeeded. 

The supply was at last exhausted and we 
left the hall with an appetite quickened for our 
I'h list mas dinner by the sight of the tempt¬ 
ing dish. The impression of old-time feudal 
days and t’hrisfums feasts clung so closely to mv 
mind, that nol until l had sealed myself before 
a typical English dinner of roast beef and plum 
pudding, could I realize that 1 was really living 
in the busy rushing days of the ]Uth century, 
in modern metric England.

THE MONTHLY GLEANER 


Among tire many newspapers published m 
A-* North Carolina, there is one that de¬ 

serves to better known This is the Monthly 
Gleaner, an unpretentious little sheet, but one 
that contains on its four small pages many a 
rich metaphor and striking simile. 

It is said that when A. was but a baby in its 
mountain cradle, the literary instinct of the 
people made itself felt. Many were the thrill¬ 
ing tales of adventure and romance* told in 


front of the village pnstotftce with but a dry 
goods box for rostrum As the village grew 
into a town and its inhabitants were taught to 
read and write, this tendency grew apace. But 
slowly the pernicious influence of the school¬ 
master made itself felt and the local story-teller 
became more cautious in his choice of words 
and less bold of metaphor until at last original¬ 
ity seemed lost in imitation 

Happily the Monthly Gleaner gives evidence 
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of miction jigainst the modern school of servile 
imitation and to its pages we may l«H>k fur a 
perpetuation of the traditions of western North 

Carolina. In a recent number Mr. F-, the 

editor and proprietor, unreservedly expresses 
his aspirations to the public in the following 
remarkable article: 

*•( I leaner is a deep thinking power produced 
from the writer and yet there is not a man who 
can make his thoughts so fine for general ideas 
as this man which is wonderful. I am not the 
only one as a writer who say this, but many 
writers say who know me. the editor can not Ik* 
beat. His manner and winning ways are just 
as nice and he i* fully competent of tin* office in 
which he now holds. The Gleaner she is rich 
and rare and racing. She is certainly to Ik* 
encouraged and everlasting allow ns to shower 
blessings upon that young bead by overspreading 
in such an extent that he may reign as King 
James, the author and distinguisher of our faith. 
Go on, Ed, you are well enough and you may 
have rights and sacred honors. 

After reading these lines, the ignorant may 
charge Mr. F. with a vain attempt to be funny. 
To this we feel bound to reply that we are |a*r- 
sonallv well-acquainted with the editor of the 
Monthly Gleaner and know him to Ik* the 
most serious of men and never given to joking 
or punning, those worst of rhetorical faults.
